And the- $8,306 people 
who sent, in a similar slovenly manner, jew- 
elry, valuable papers, books, clothing, and 
an endless variety. of Emese ca ies 
bly knew no better, 

One of the evidences of. the vavinal of 
business, which is now more marked than 
it was when the fiscal year closed; is the in- 
crease of receipts from printed matter 
mailed from the office of publication. On 
the 1st of May the postage on periodicals 
was redueed from 3: cents to 2 ‘sents per 
pound, Nevertheless, the increase in re- 
ceipts from postage paid on / printed 
matter mailed from publication: offices was 
$79,000, as compared with the high 
year. New-York sends out nearly 8,000 
tond annually of this class ‘of printed mat- 
ter—more than is sent from all the Post 
Offices of the other large ‘cities, Chicago 
eoming next, Boston «third, Philadelphia 
fourth; and St... Louis and Cincinnati 
fifth and. about equal . with - each 
other. The aggregate’ amount’ of © this 
class of mail matter must’ be enormous. 
The: figures would surprise- many who 
have little idea of the growth of this branch 
of the business of publication, and who are 
satisfied, so long as their newspaper or mag- 
azine arrives promptly on.time, daily, week- 
ly, or once each month. -The postal service 
of the’ United’ States: is one of which we 
may-justly be'proud. It’is efficient, speedy, 
and safe. It supplies. a vast territorial 
ares. And it may very properly. be con-° 
fined to the duties and obligations for which 
it was created.

PRIESTS AND PUBLIC SOHOOLS. 

‘The action of the Roman Catholis priest 
at Cambridgeport, Mass.; in using'the tre- 
mendous power of coercion over. the feel- 
ings and cofisciences of. his parishioners 
which the Church places in. hig hands, to 
compel them to send their childrén to his 
parochial school,.and not to the public 
schools, is of: géneral interest and impor- 
tance only as illustrating the spirit with 
which the Catholic -hierarchy regards. the 
subject of edusation. © It is a spirit that ad- 
mits of .no compromise, and which cannot 
safely be permitted to make the smallest 
encroachment. If the. Roman Catholic 
children .of «Cambridgeport .recdive - that 
measure of instruction which the law con- 
siders essential, it does not concern the pub- 
lie how or where they get it. There is no 
ground for hostility against the school . of 
St. Mary’s Church, so long as.itis supported 
by the parishioners, and no.oné need tronble 
himself about the ‘pains and penalties de- 
nounced against those who prefer the bet- 
ter instruction ‘afforded at the Public ex- 
pense, provided they trench upon no civil 
rights of »the citizens... It may suit 
the © Catholi¢ authorities, ‘where they 
haye no schools of their ‘own, or can- 
not provide sufficient fac; ties for instrast- 
ing the children of the : to connive 
at their sinful enjoyment of the. advantages

lic’ maintenance to. 9 convent ssso- 
ciated with it. Thero is no . safety 
in allowing the Roman Catholic wedge to 

enter our school system at all, for it will be 
driven with vigor every time the chance for 


a blow is presented.

AN INDEPENDENT MISSION. 

The Rey. Mr. Waterman is’ not, as has 
been érroneously maintained,“ a Baptist 
missionary. The mistake was’ probably 
due in part to his name, andin part to the 
fact that nearly all missionaries. are con- 
nected with wellsknown missionary socie- 
ties. He was andis an Episcopal clergy- 
man of strong Ritualistic views, and he en- 
gaged in missionary workin a purely inde- 
pendent capacity. Being an extremely 
good) man, with ample means, he entered 
upon the business of converting Hindus 
without asking or accepting any assistance. 
Had he accepted the advice of an expe- 
rienced East Indian missionary, . it is very 
probable that his labors would have been 
far more successful than they. weré. 

In the month of January last, Mr. Water- 
man and his young wife, to whom. he had 
been married -on the day he left the United 
Stated, arrived in Bombay on the P. ‘and 
QO, steamer Tzavancoce, and. immediately 
went up the country by the early morning 
Allahabad express. He had decided to 
select a field of labot which no previous 
missionary had cultivated, and with ‘this 
view he had picked out on the map the 
town of Chokeebadnuggar, situated in the 
Ferruckjoblee District, and oh the Ganges 
River. Leaving-the railway at Allahabad, 
he hired a soobahdar, or sedan-chair, car- 
ried by four pair of. stout pajamas, or bear- 
ers, in which he and his wife made a tire- 
some four. days’ journey to their point. of 
destination: 

No missionary had. ever before pene- 
tratedj the Ferruckjoblee District, and Mr. 
Waterman was kindly received by the na- 
tives. . He fitted up.one of the rooms of his. 
beautiful vine-clad nautch as a chapek and 
converted his veranda into-a school-room. 

At first, the young Hindus failed to take 
much interest in the school, but when Mts. 
Waterman, taking @ hint from the Sunday- 
schools of her native land, offered clothes, 
candy, and’ stereoscopic views of the Holy 
Land as attractions, a sudden desire for in- 
struction was manifested.

livelihood as a rig-veda—or washerwoman— 
who one day brotight to,Mrs. Waterman 
three,-slender small-boys-of the apparent 
age of from 10 to 12, and offered. them 
agscholars), She ssid they were her own 
sons, and shé was very anxious that ‘they 
should receive instruction.” Mrs. Waterman 
‘accordingly clothed ‘them, furnished them’ 
with school-books, and warmly weleomed: 
them .as. her “pupils. They were bright. 
little boys and she soon became very much 
attached to them.

Of course, 
the- Chokeebadnuggar Mission came to a 
sudden end, but, as will readily be seen, the 
Baptist Missionary Society had no share in 
the matter, and no. possible responsibility 
attaches to if. Mr. Waterman and ‘his 
wife have: abandoned the Indian mission 
field for the present, but it is thought that 
they will soon make another attempt in the

The Anglo-Afghan railway to Kandahar ap- 
pears to. be progressing apace. The first section, 
from Sukkur on the Indus to the military station of 
Yakoobabad (Jacob's; Town) is said tobe already 
practicable for locomotives, and if the rate of prog- 
ress is truly stated at a mile daily, the whole line 
should be open to Kandahar by next October, the to- 
tal distanee being only 330 miles. But 
even the completion of the first 150 miles, to the 
mouth of the Bolan Pass, would materially strength- 
en the English position in Afghanistan. Sukkur; 
the starting-point of the line, lies. upon. the main 
stream of the Indus, communieating directly both 
by railway and by steamer with the great. port of 
Karrachi, into which supplies and reinforeements 
até beizig constantly*poured. so that inthis way a 
Very, faw days would suffice to carry a newly-arrived 
regiment from the coast to the Afghan frontier.
